10. In an attempt to remedy the problems that always arise when trjnug to 
maintain the morale of agent standbys during the off season period, efforts are 
being made to locate jobs and/or provide training for these men. The major obstacles 
have proven to be the lack of experience in anything except farming on the part of 
most of the men and local restrictions agaj.nst refugees doing most jobs. Manual 
arts training facilities are also being explored.
